IN 1939 THAN IN ANY 
PREVIOUS YEAR

has donated as much free publi- 
city to community events, farm or- 
ganizations, lodges, clubs, churches 
and other organizations as has The 
Burlington Republican and no 
change in this policy is planned— 
but a little reciprocity would help! 

Readers of newspapers can help 
by telling advertisers that they read 
their ads in the paper. Some ra- 
dio programs seem to consist of 50 
per cent of appeal to listeners to 
write cards, letters, etc., so that the 
“sponsors” can see results, and 
cards, letters, etc., sent in response 
to this persistent begging is large- 
ly reasonable for keeping these 
programs on the air. Local adver- 
tisers likewise want to know if you 
read their ads. Why not tell ’em 
So? 

More daily papers died in 1939 
than in any one year since the Civil 
War, and others have continued be- 
cause their publishers are too proud 
to quit, and still hope business will 
pick up. Even Chet Shore, who has 
said he would have to quit February 
1, may keep going, hoping against 
hope business will pick up. 

It is a real worry to run a 
“dinky daily” these days. 


Chet Shore of the Augusta Ga- 
gette announces that on February 
1, due to lack of business, he will 
discontinue the Augusta Daily Ga- 
zette and start a semi-weekly pa- 
per. 

Augusta has a population of 3,- 
759, which is almost exactly 50 per 
cent greater than the population 
of Burlington, and has a large re- 
finery and other big industries. 

Mr. Shore says the people gener- 
ally do not realize the cost of put- 
ting out even a small daily paper, 
and have become so accustomed to 
the many disadvantages of having 
a daily paper in the town that they 
do not realize how they will miss it 
when it stops. 

Notices of entertainments and of 
meetings of community groups, of 
clubs, lodges, churches, societies of 
all kinds in town and throughout 
the county which are taken as a 
matter of course, mean much to the 
community and to the officers and 
members of the various groups 
which depend upon the daily paper 
paper for information concerning 
meeting dates, etc. 

Even the merchants, who usually 
use the paper only once a week, al- 
so will miss a daily which they can 
use any day in the week most suit- 
ed to their needs and can announce 
specials on short notice. 

Mr. Shore ‘has been telling the 
people of Augusta and vicinity these 
things but they either didn’t care or 
didn’t believe him. But people who 
have lived in small towns having a 
daily paper and then moving to 
other towns without a daily can see 
the difference, 

Several publishers of small dail- 
ies have eliminated their Saturday 
issue and print only five days a 
week, but that doesn’t solve the 
problem of making receipts equal 
the steadily increasing expense. 

There are two methods—one to 
cut expenses to meet receipts to 
the other to increase receipts to 
balance expenses. 

Mr. Shore says he can cut his 
expenses about half by changing 
from a daily to a semi-weekly 
paper, but this would cut his pay- 
roll in half and cutting payrolls 
doesn’t help build up a town. 

The wage and hour law with its 
42-hour week and its minimum 
wage and its provision for time- 
and-a-half pay for all over-time 
certainly was not intended for the 
country printing office where the 
most of the employees work year 
after year without any deductions 
for sickness, vacations, afternoons 
off for ball games, ete. 

One publisher is considering the 
plan of laying off employees when 
not needed instead of carrying 
them on the payroll week in and 
week out, the year ‘round. This 
is done in big plants which employ 
men by the hour instead of by the 
year. But following this plan most 
small dailies could probably weather 
the storm—but what about the em- 
ployees? 

It is hard to understand why a 
country printing office hiring eight 
or more people must be penalized 
by having to pay a tax on its wages 
for the benefit of people who never 
even heard of it, which offices em- 
Ploying less than eight do not have 
to pay. 

Yet The Burlington, Daily Re- 
publican last year paid more than 
$10 a week tax on the wages paid its 
employees which is more than the 
wages themselves were when the pa- 


per was bought in 1898, and the of-, 


fice then was paying wages in line 
with the other four local printing 
Offices. This tax was in addition 
to the usual tax. 

A guess made some weeks ago 
that at least half a dozen “dinky 
dailies” in Kansas would suspend 
during the first half of 1940 now 
seems an under-estimate, judging 
from the scarcity of advertising in 
exchanges received at this office 
so far this year. 

Some papers talk of raising their 
advertising rates — but the stores 
have only about so much to spend
